It  is  a  blending  of  what  the  grader  sees  added  to  his 
knowledge  of  coins  in  general  and  of  the  specific  characteristics  of  the  coin  in  question,  plus  his 
experience  and  awareness  of  current  grading  practices  as  well  as  market  conditions. 

Even  knowledgeable  and  experienced  numismatists  can  (and  do)  HONESTLY  disagree  on  the  exact 
grade  to  place  on  a  coin.  Additionally,  grading  standards  have  been  known  to  constrict  or  relax  in 
accordance  with  market  conditions  at  any  given  time. 

The  grades  represented  herein  are  a  reflection  of  our  experience  and  expertise  in  the  art  (not  science)  of 
grading  and  our  awareness  of  the  numismatic  field  at  this  particular  time.  They  reveal  our  best  opinion 
of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the  item,  and  are  in  accordance  with  most  presently  used  guides  on 
grading  as  we  interpret  them.

712.  1882S  Group  of  three  pieces,  all  brilliant  and  similar  in  appearance,  average  grade  MS- 

60 +. 

713.  1882  Brilliant  BG-60 +  ,  1882-0  proof-like  MS-60  +  ,  and  an  1882S  similar  to  previous 

with  a  cameo  appearance.  Three  attractive  coins. 

714.  1882CC  A  nice  frosty  example,  almost  MS-63. 

715.  1883  Rainbow  toning  on  a  nice  MS-63.  Very  pleasing. 

716.  1883  Three  lovely  coins,  most  likely  hand  picked  from  an  original  roll.  All  are  quite 

frosty,  one  leaning  towards  proof-like.  All  grade  from  MS-63  to  MS-64. 

717.  1883  Proof-like  MS-60  +  and  1883-0  similar,  but  with  a  nicer  reverse. 

718.  1883-0  Toned  BG-65. 

719.  1883-0  Similar  to  the  previous  lot. 

720.  1883CC  AG-55. 

721.  1883CC  A  real  eye  catcher.  A  frosty  example  with  beautiful  mint  sheen.  Easily  MS-64, 

reverse  even  better. 

722.  1884  Lovely  BG-65,  V 4  of  which  has  some  start  of  toning.  Mark  free  and  extremely 

pleasing. 

723.  1884  Frosty  BG-63. 

724.  1884-0  Toned  BG-60  and  1885-0  the  same.  Two  coins. 

725.  1884-0  Common  year,  but  uncommon  condition.  Very  clean  cheek  and  a  good  strike. 

Only  a  small  reverse  dig  above  ‘O’  in  ‘ONE’  keeps  this  from  a  true  gem. 

726.  1884-0  Almost  as  nice  as  the  previous  but  with  subdued  brilliance.  MS-64. 

727.  1 884-0  Typical  BG-60  + . 

728.  1884-0  Group  of  four,  MS-60  or  better. 

728A.  1884CC  Frosty  MS-60. 

729.  1884CC  Another,  even  frostier  ,  a  little  better  than  MS-60. 

730.  1884CC  Frosty  MS-63  + ,  always  in  demand. 

731.  1885  Two  beautiful  coins  almost  identical  in  appearance,  with  lovely  golden  toning,  very 

few  detracting  marks. 

732.  1885  Deep  proof-like  MS-63. 

733.  1885  Two  coins,  almost  BG-63. 

734.  1885  A  run  of  sixteen  pieces,  most  with  proof-like  characteristics,  grading  anywhere 

from  MS-60  to  better  than  63.  A  nice  starter  group  for  investment. 

735.  1885-0  Rainbow  toning  makes  this  pair  better  than  average.  Two  coins  of  exceptional 
quality. 

1885-0  Two  coins,  one  typical  MS-60,  the  other  better  with  a  gem  reverse.

737.  1885CC  Brilliant  MS-60  +  ,  reverse  even  better. 

738.  1885CC  Gem  BU-65,  light  partial  toning,  very  attractive. 

739.  1886  Choice  Uncirculated,  with  virtually  no  detracting  marks  and  nice  original  ton¬ 

ing. 

740.  1886  Gold  rainbow  color  about  the  head,  bright  reverse.  BU-65,  unusual  toning. 

Four 

coins. 

742.  1887  Lovely  BU-64  with  light  golden  toning. 

743.  1887S  BU-63  obverse  with  an  extremely  deep  proof-like  reverse.  Just  starting  to 

tone. 


744.  1888S  Stunning  proof-like  example  of  this  difficult  date.  Light  hairlines  keep  it 

from  the  ultimate  grade,  but  still,  a  most  attractive  piece. 


745.  1889  Lot  of  four  coins,  one  nearly  63,  the  remainder  quite  typical. 

746.  1889S  Lustrous,  well  struck  example.  Difficult  in  high  grade,  this  one  approaches  MS- 

63. 

747.  1889CC  Very  Fine,  probably  cleaned  long  ago. 

748.  1890S  An  appealing  example  of  this  slightly  better  date.  Well  struck  with  a  minimum  of 

detracting  marks,  MS-64. 

749.  1891  MS-60  with  a  few  tarnish  spots. 

750.  1 89 1 S  Flashy  MS-60  + . 

751.  1 891 CC  Simply  BU-60. 

752.  1892-0  Typically  struck  but  nevertheless  a  nice  example.  Few  bagmarks  and  attractive 

lustre  makes  this  easily  MS-63,  perhaps  better. 

753.  1892-0  A  rarer  date,  very  beautifully  and  deeply  rainbow  toned,  BU-65,  gor¬ 

geous! 

754.  1893  PROOF  Probably  from  the  late  1950's  hoard.  Quite  bag-marked,  with  other  signs 

of  some  Circulation.  A  small  edge  bump  below  date,  a  few  scratches,  etc.  Now 
grades  Extra  Fine,  but  still  a  PROOF  and  scarce. 

754A.  1898  MS-63  +  and  1898-0  MS-63,  both  with  hazy  original  toning.  Two  coins. 

755.  1898-0  Another  common  date  but  unusually  nice  example.  Satiny  63+  obverse,  reverse 

possibly  better  than  MS-65. 
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756.  1899  PROOF  Light  hairlines  and  one  noticeable  line  on  cheek.  Nice  color  with  overall 

eye  appeal. 

757.  1899  MS-60. 

758.  1899-0  Two  nice  examples  MS-60 -I-  and  MS-63,  both  quite  attractive. 

759.  1899-0  Deep  proof-like  MS-60 +  /64,  exceptional  reverse. 

760.  1900  O  over  CC  MS-60. 

761.  1901-0  BCJ-65. 

762.  1902-0  Original  toning  on  a  better  than  average  piece.  A  decent  strike  with  some  claim 

to  MS-65. 

763.  1902-0  Almost  as  nice  as  the  previous  with  more  flash,  but  a  few  more  marks. 


764.  1902S  BCI65  Bright  and  natural,  scarce  this  nice. 

765.  1903-0  A  better  date  in  better  condition.  Approaches  BCJ-63. 


766.  1903-0  Another,  lustrous  and  bright  beauty,  Choice  BCl.  A  scarce  coin  particularly  in 

this  condition! 

767.  1904-0  Group  of  three,  all  around  MS-63  quality.  One  more  brilliant  than  the  other 

two. 

768.  1904-0  Lightly  toned  and  approaching  MS-64.  Nice  original  appearance. 
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769.  1904-0  Deep  violet  and  orange  toning  make  this  piece  a  real  eye  catcher.  Nicer  sur¬ 

faces  than  expected  on  first  glance,  with  a  brilliant  reverse.  Difficult  to  grade  but 

probably  MS-64. 

770.  1921  Two  coins,  MS-60  and  MS-60 +  . 

771.  1921  MS-64 -I- ,  tiny  reverse  abrasion. 

772.  1921  P.D.S.  Dollars.  All  between  MS-60  and  MS-63. 

773.  Lot  of  BG  ‘P’  Mint  Dollars:  1883,  1884,  1886,  1888,  1890  and  1900.  All  at  least  MS-60 

with  the  ‘88  possibly  better.  The  ‘83  has  a  cheek  scratch  and  the  ‘84  is  dark  toned, 

otherwise  all  as  expected.  Six  coins. 

774.  Lot  of  ‘P’  Mint  Dollars:  1886,  1887,  1888,  1889,  1890,  1896,  1897,  and  1921.  All  MS-60 

or  better.  Nice  starter  set.  Eight  coins. 

775.  Lot  of  ‘O’  Mint  Dollars:  1884-0,  1885-0,  1887-0,  1888-0,  1901-0,  1904-0,  plus  a 

1921D.  Many  nice  pieces  and  all  BU-60  or  better.  Seven  coins  in  all. 

776.  Lot  of  ‘O’  Mint  Dollars:  1883-0,  2  x  1900-0,  and  a  1902-0.  The  latter  nicer  than  the  first

Some  of  the  coins  are 
beautifully  toned,  but  none  seem  to  grade  beyond  MS-60.  Twenty  coins.

784.  1925  Three  coins,  one  approaching  MS-63,  the  remainder  typical. 

785.  1927S  Nice,  well  struck,  BG-64. 

786.  1934  Lovely  toned  MS-64.
